Board Removes Mandatory

clutter the entrance to SSC following 
the Board of Director's decision to 
remove mandatory Union icgislation 
during Wednesday's meeting in the 
Ribera Room 

Members of the BOD prepared to 
remove the statute which forced the 
ASSSC to hire Union bands for all 
activities when the Stage Hands 
Union placed SSC on the “do not 
patronize list”, and the Musicians 
Union soon followed. 

The music makers have, in the 
past, promised a free bard each 
semester to the ASSSC in turn for 
the Union agreement, but the recent 
difficulty lead to the Unions with- 
drawal of their offer 

In the same tone members of the 
BOD removed their offer, and now 
wil] hire any band. This action may 
bring a reaction from the Union. 

Regulations helping to open the 
Board of Finance meetings was 


approved, along with a measure to 
revise the organization of the BOF 
allowing the BOD to select a person 
at large to serve. 


In other action of the BOD consti- 
tution evaluation of the Graduate 
students of Sociology club was de- 
layed through the absence of Lavern 
Gonzales, rep., from the constitution 
evaluation committee. The matter 
will be reviewed next week. 

Ron Arrants, vice-pres., requested 
permission of the BOD to write 
congratulatory letters on their behalf 
to all winning candidates of the 
recent election. It was suggested to 
Arrants that he include the College 
Union committee in writings. 

With the announcement of Dr.

Victory Weapon 
Is Carried On 


The fastest vehicle on campus 
does not run on four wheels. The 
most powerful car on campus 
can be easily outrun by a rocket 
which is in its last stage of con- 
struction by two SSC senior engin- 
eering Students. 

Dennis Scharosch and Eldon 
Titherington conceived and built 
the rocket as part of their senior 
engineering project. 

Under the direction of Mr. Boris 
Kaufman, Scharosch and Eldon have 
been conducting static tests of the 
rocket during the semester. 

Scharosch said “Security regula- 
tions during the tests are very 
tight; no one except the operator 
of the rocket is allowed in the 
building during the tests, and all 
entrances are guarded”. 

The rocket stands five feet high, 
weighs about 321 !bs, and develcps 
four-hundred pounds of thrust 
for a period of one second. The 
four hundred pound biastoff is 
enough of a force to send the 
projectile three miles or so, de- 
pending on the angle at which it 
is fired. 

Scharosch, who said the rocket 
cost about $50 to produce, plus 
many hundreds of hours of planning 
and research, stated that there are 
many commercial uses for a rocket 
of this size. 

He cited an example where cement 
blocks weighing hundreds of pounds 
have been lifted vertically over 
80 feet by small rockets similar 
to his. 

Scharosch and Titherington plan 
to build a larger, faster and more 
powerful rocket powered by steam 
in the near future.

Five new Hornet track records 
were established Tuesday as the 
title-bound track squad nipped 
Nevada, 77-68 in a dual meet not 
decided until the mile relay had been 
won by SSC.

After Lawson's victory in the 100, a 
surprising victory in the 220, broad 
jump, and triple jumps, Henry came 
back in the mile relay to overhaul 
Nevada on the third lap and hand the 
baton to anchor Al who iced the 
victory cake. As Al broke the tape, 
he threw his arrns up in the air in a 
symboi of victory while his team- 
mates, tired but happy, mobbed to- 
gether in jubilation. 

Freshman sensation Bert Nichols 
breezed home almost casually in the 
880 yard run in the record time of 
1:52.4. Bert also ran on the mile 
relay team as did Steve Lenhardt. 

Good news to all Hornet track fans 
was the victory by Jake Reimers in 
the 330 intermediate hurdles in the 
record time of :37.9. Last year 
Reimers took both league hurdle 
events, but had been slow coming 
around this year. This is the second 
hurdles record Jake has broken since 
Saturday. 

Al Dianchani set the other new 
standard in the 440, as he won that 


Weightman Bob Miles got off his 
best ‘heave ever in tie shop put, 
winning it with a 51-5%4 toss. Scott 
Bishop highjumped 6-4, his best this 
spring, in placing second behind 
Nevada's great Otis Burrell who set 
a new stadium record of 7-4. He 
missed three times at 7-2.

Emminent Peril Topic 
Of May 3 Welch Speech

President and founder of the John 
Birch Society, Robert Welch, will 
speak on campus on May 3 on the 
subject of the emminent peril this 
nation faces through Communist 
subversion. 

Welch was originally scheduled to 
speak April 12 but cancelled because 
he supposedly didn't want to give 
his presentation on the same night 
that John Stormer, author of “None 
Dare Cali it Treason,” was speaking. 
Stormer was speaking elsewhere in 
town 

In January of 1957 Welch began 
devoting full-time to the anti-commu- 
nist movement, he was previously a 
member of the board of directors of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, a Regional Vice President 
of the same organization (NAM), and 
chairman of its Educational Advisory 
Committee 

Both Welch and the John Birch So- 
ciety gain notice through a publica- 
tions called “The Politician” which 
related the so-called Communist 
conspiracy to American politics 

Welch was educated at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, the United 
States Naval Academy (two years), 
Harvard Law School (two years), 
and the “school of hard knocks.” 

In his travels, Welch took two 
trips to England specifically to study 
the effects of the Socialist govern- 
ment, one trip around the world, and 
further traveling in North America, 
outh America, Europe, and Asia. 

He is the author of ‘The Road to 
Salesmauship, published in 1941 by 
the Ronald Press Company; of “May 
God Forgive Us", published in 
1952 by Henry Regnery Company; 
and of “The Life of John Birch,” 
published in 1954 by Henry Regnery 
Company 

In addition to this and his exten- 

sive speaking tours, Welch is the 
editor of “American Opinion”, a 
monthly magazine which reviews 
current events and appraises contem- 
porary leaders on the world-wide 
stage

Welch, who has been in the candy 
manufacturing business all of his 
adult life, was for many years Vice 
President, in charge of sales and 
advertising, of one of the larger candy 
manufacturing companies. He is also 
a director of one bank, and has 
served as a director of several other 
business corporations.

Gymnasium at 8 p.m. A small admis- 
sion will be charged—50 cents per 
student or faculty member and one 
dollar for the general public.
